Timothy Stormer and Mark 
Herter, the developers of the 
proposed facility who attended 
‘Tuesday's meeting, are plan- 
ning to purchase the property 
and develop it as a 68-unit 
mobile home park 

The residents would own 
the mobile homes. None of the 
mobile homes may be older 
than five years. 

The developers asked the 
Zoning Board of Appeals to 
correct the zoning of the prop~ 
erty to MR-2, which was not 
recorded correctly in Madison 
County records. They also 
requested a special use permit 
to allow the development of 
the mobile home park. 

The Zoning Board had 
approved the MR-2 zoning, but 
the granting of the special-use 
permit was held up for a 
required engineer report 

The Village Board voted to 
table the matter after hearing

Madison company fined 
$4,000 by Illinois EPA 


Agency cites failure to follow state clean air standards

Diamond Plating Company 
in 


MADISO Madison 
has 


agreed to 
pay a $4,000 fine to the Illinois 
Environmental Protection 
Trust Fund for a violation of 
the state’s clean air code. 

‘The Attorney General’s 
office filed an injunction in 
Madison County Cireuit Court 
on Monday seeking the fine 
because the plant continued 
operation for a six month peri- 
od without a valid permit. 

The plant, located at #5 
Caine Drive in Madison, runs 


a nickel and chrome plating 
facility. A permit issued by 
the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency allows the 
plant to operate a wet scrub- 
ber, keeping factory emissions 
within state standards 

According to court papers, 
the plant’s permit expired 
Nov. 8, 1998, and the plant con- 
tinued to operate without a 
permit until April 2, 1999. 

The Illinois Pollution 
Control Board cited the plant 
on April 2 for potentially caus- 
ing air pollution, failure to 
maintain the wet scrubber and 
failure to maintain service 
records on the scrubber. 

The injunction filed Monday 
claims that, by continuing to 


operate without a valid per- 
mit, the plant was in violation 
of the state’s clean air 
statutes 

Elizabeth Pitrolo, an 
Assistant Attorney General 
with the vironmental 
Bureau, said the company has 
cooperated fully since the 
oversight was discovered 

“They came in good faith to 
the Attorney General's office 
on the current case,” she said 
“They have, in fact, gotten the 
permit. So they have corrected 
to violation and agreed to pay 
the fine.” 

Pitrolo said Diamond 
Plating singed a consent order

Two-day clinic teaches updated extrication methods

More than 30 firefighters

spent the weekend at 
Collinsville Fireman's Hall 
parking lot tearing apart old 
cars in a course aimed at tech- 
niques and the latest equip- 
ment for extrication, or 
removing crash victims from 
their vehicles. 
“This will give firemen the 
opportunity to take cars apart 
using equipment they may 
have never used before,” 
Duane Bales, a captain for the 
Collinsville Fire Department 
and a field staff instructor for 
the University of Illinois, said. 
“They also learnnew ideas 
and techniques for getting peo- 
ple out of the vehicle safely

and looking out for the safety 
of the rescue personnel.” 

Bales, a Collinsville fire- 
fighter for 24 years and a field 
instructor for 10 years, said 
the course was a rare opportu- 
nity for both the full-time and 
volunteer firefighters who 
attended. 

“Tllinois has one of the high- 
est-rated extrication programs 
in the country,” Bales said. 
“Very few states, maybe a 
half-dozen, offer comprehen- 
sive training that is available 
to Illinois firefighters. Other 
states come to observe what 
we do.” 

Lt. John Nichols of the 
Collinsville Fire Department 
went through extrication train- 
ing four years ago. He super- 
vised a team of firefighters 
who began working on a car 
by removing the windshield. 

«I'm here to watch and 
learn, too,” Nichols said, 


instructing firefighters taking 
apart a 1989 Sonata to pull the 
windshield out and away from 
any victims who might have 
been trapped inside the car. 
“Each wreck is different, and 
with any type of rescue, you 
have to know how it has to be 
done.” 

Jeremy Johns, a Venice 
firefighter who joined the 
force about five months ago, 
watched as firefighters used 
equipment to snap the hinges 
off an old Dodge Aries. 

“I have a lot to learn,” 
Johns said. ""Most (of the par- 
ticipants) have done this for 
awhile, and you have to know 
how to do it.” 

Tom Findlow has been a 
firefighter for two years in 
Holiday Shores. 

“There are so many differ- 
ent scenarios,” he said.

Saturday. 
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Elvis jumpsuits 
prove worth as 
teaching tool

The Illinois State Board of 
Education spent the past cou- 
ple of weeks preparing us for a 
bombshell: Kids who took a 
new statewide assessment test 
last year did poorly 

But, in an address to the 
state last week, Glenn “Max” 
McGee, state school superin- 
tendent, said the public should 
n't get too uptight about it 

You see, over the past sev- 
eral years, the state has spent 
millions of dollars developing 
a comprehensive set of “learn- 
ing standards” and a tough 
new testing regimen that will 
help every child be better pre- 
pared for the workplace in the 
new millennium. 

If this multimillion-dollar 
exercise works out as planned 
our kids will most likely come 
out of school looking as glossy 
as the cover on the book that 
holds the standards 

Of course, said McGee, the 
test scores are going to look a 
little ugly for a while until kids 
get up to speed 

That's their theory 

When it comes to getting 
kids interested in learning. 
however, we've got one of our 
own. It has little to do with so 
called “learning standards” 
being handed down by policy 
wonks in Springfield and 
everything to do with teachers 
and principals who interact 
with kids evers 

As you might expect, our 
theoretical model is based on a 
series of highly technical and 
thoroughly documented case 
studies. Here are just a few 
examples 

« During the 1998-99 school 














year, Jim Beyer, principal of 
Hopedale Elementary School 
in Tazewell County, challenged 
second-graders participating 
in the school's accelerated 
reading program to read 1,500 
books before the end of the 
year. Knowing they'd get to 
shave Mr. Beyer's head if they 
met the goal, they read 1,700 
and scored 90 percent on fol- 
low-up tests. 

¢ In 1995, when Kurt 
Swearingen was principal of 
Brigham Elementary School in 
Normal, students successfully 
completed a similar reading 
challenge knowing that if they 
did, Swearingen would be 
forced to do his best Elvis 
Presley impression. On April 
17, 1995, there he was, doing a 
bang-up rendition of “Blu 
Suede Shoes” in front of the 
students 

* A year later at 
Chatsworth Elementary School 
in Livingston County, Blaise 
DeMuth, principal, was trans- 
formed into the King of Rock 
'n' Read after students beat 
his challenge by reading more 
than 200,000 pages during a 
two-week challenge. Thank 
you. Thank you very much 

« In November 1998, admin- 
istrators in Chenoa, located 
along Interstate 55 south of 
Pontiac, were obliged to dance 
the hula-grass skirts and all- 
after grade-schoolers met 
their reading challenge 

* That same November, 
Aaissa Frazier, principal of 
Heyworth Elementary School, 
rode a bike from classroom to 
classroom and then took a seat 
on the school roof after kids 
surpassed their reading goal 
challenge 
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Though we haven't 
employed any high-priced con- 
sultants to track the long-term 
success of these models, we're 
guessing that most of the 
urchins who witnessed the odd 
behavior of their principals 
remember it fondly. 

With this irrefutable proof 
of success in hand, we called 
over to the state board of edu- 
cation to see if we had a 
statewide reading improve- 
ment theory worth investigat- 
in

Rather than spend millions 
on new standards and new 
tests, we asked if it wouldn't 
have been a better bargain if 
the state merely converted an 





extra closet in one of their 
Springfield office buildings to 
serve as a lending library for 
various reading-improvement 
props 

By merely calling a handy 
toll-free number, principals 
could order whatever they 
need to make themselves look 
like fools in the name of 
upping reading scores. 

It could be stocked with a 
couple of Elvis jumpsuits circa 
1972; a dozen ladders for prin- 
cipals to use to climb on 
schoolhouse roofs; four sets of 
hair clippers; and, of course, a 
herd of pigs, to be used by 
agriculturally minded princi- 
pals for kissing-if students 


meet their reading goals. 
(Note: This would be a wel- 
come new market for farmers 
suffering under the current 
harsh economic times.) 

Total price tag: $2,459 
(based on current hog prices) 

We suggested our theory 
could even make money. 
Illinois State University's 
teaching college could sched- 
ule classes for principals need- 
ing tips. 

‘The graduate level course 
could be titled “Hambone 401.” 

The response, however, was 
somewhat tepid. Our idea 
weren't completely dismissed, 
but the gut response from the 
state board was that our idea 





was somehow flawed, some- 
thing about being too simplis- 
tic. 

Okay, so maybe doing a 
hula dance for the kids isn't 
rocket science. 

Let's just hope our princi- 
pals don't figure that out 
before they lay down this 
year's reading challenge.

‘Kiddie tax’ has grown-up consequences 


Do you think you are pay- 
ing too many taxes on your 
investment earnings? 

| If so, you might be tempted 
to seek a solution. And when 
you look around, you might 
just see your children. 
| But is it a good idea to 
move some of your investment 
income to your children's 
names? Before you take such 
a step, you'd better brush up 
on the rules of the “kiddie 
| tax.” 
The kiddie tax permits chil- 
dren under 14 to receive $700 
in investment income, from 
interest, dividends or capital 
gains free of tax. (The 
Taxpayer Relief Act of 1997 
allows for periodic increases 
in this income cap.) The next 
$700 is taxed at the child's 
rate, typically 15 percent for 
income and short-term capital 
gains and 10 percent for long- 
term capital gains 

After your child receives 
$1,400 in investment income, 
the rest of the earnings will be 
taxed on your child at your 
rate, which can be as high as 
39.6 percent. Consequently, 
you cannot gain significant tax 
advantages by shifting a large 
amount of your investment 
dollars to your child's name 

Furthermore, after your 
child turns 18 or 21 - the actual 
age depends on where you live 
- you will lose control of the 
money you gave away because 
once an asset is gifted to a 
minor, it can't be taken back. 
While you might have intended 
that money for college, your 
son or daughter may decide to 
take a long motorcycle trip 
around Europe. 

In addition, by saving 
money in your childrens’ 
names, you could be jeopardiz- 
ing their ability to receive 
financial aid. Colleges and uni- 
versities that receive any fed- 
eral money are typically 
required to ask children to
